A 815,000 STOCK SALE. 


The Skelton Birfcert Auction a Big

letter from Mrs. Hattie G. Heron, of Tea- 
aes5ee, tbe missionary who was repaired 
to have been sentenced tj death iu Cores 
some time ago. Writing under date of 
Zeoul, Corea. Septejnbe'Y 3, Mrs. Harai 
3'dys she has just recovered from a long 
iiyiess. She says the King would not do 
such a thing as <-a3 charged against h'.ai. 
3e is a kind man of great strength of 
character. He and the Q aeen have treat- 
ed Dr. and Mrs. Her»n cordially aud gen- 
etously. They will do all in their power 
to 'protect the missionaries. The only 
danger is from ths ignorant and. super- 
stitious natives. Mrs. Heron says that 
Dr. Heron has personally treated about 
thirty thousand sick Coreans, who, with 
their families, are very grateful, and 
Mrs. Heron does not think violence will 
ie done her husband orherse!:, whatever 
fljay happen to others. She recites sev- 
eral incidents showing their friendly re- 
lations ^ith the r.'-yal family. I:i conclu- 
sion she sar?: 


"But ID closing, let me say positively 


that Dr. Heron acd I are not novr preach- 
ing Christianity eicspt by example which 
we earnestly prav mar be wort'jy of the 
name of Christian. The laws of the land 
forbid it; and through the United States 
Minister about a year ago, the American 
missionaries <vere absolutely rorbiddea 
to teach relijioo. 
But we long for the 


time -h-?n <v.ir treaty shall be revised, 
and freedom of religion albwed. Until 
that time we are doing all iu our power 
t6 gain the confi ience and respect of tlie 
people, ^i'h w':.at succ;33 you may judge 
frort my letrer."

Last Beaelon ol the Encampment—The

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.— Outgoing trains 


to-day take with them many ot the visit- 
ing Knights, and the Mount Vernou ex- 
cursion boats have taken several thou- 
sand to the tomb of Washington, so there 
13 a perceptible diminution m the crowd 
that has swarmed the streets since last 
Sunday. The Grand Encampment met at 
nine o'clock this morning, and at half- 
past two took a recess for an hour. There 
was a small attendance at the meeting, 
as many of the delegates had gone to 
Mount Vernon. No business of public 
interest was transacted. The committee 
on ritual had not reported up to the hour 
of recess. 


After recess the report of vhe commit- 


tee on ritual was received and adopted 
with great unanimity. It is understood 
that no radical changes were made. The 
essentials were adopted, and the cere- 
monials were committed to the samo 
committee for consideration and report 
at the next triennial meeting. 


The Encampment aho considered the 


irregularities resulting from a miscon- 
struction of the law, alleged to have been 
committed by Colonel Olcott, Eminent 
Commander of Washington Command- 
ery, No. 1, and they were declared illegal. 


After the transaction oi considerable 


routine business the Encampment, at 6 
p. m., adjourned sine die. 


A Banquet—Tha Finis, 


WASHINGTON-, Oct. 12.—The banquet last 


night given by the Knights of Washing- 
ton to the Grand Encampment at Will- 
ard's Hotel, the last formal programme) 
of Conclave Ween, was a great gathering. 
Covers were laid for 232 gnests. P ast 
Grand Master Roome was unable to at- 
tend owing to 
indisposition resulting 


from the arduous work of the past week. 
Sir Kuight M. II. Parker, of Washing- 
ton, occupied the seat of honor at the 
head of the table. 
The banquet opened 


at 8 p. m., and feasting and speech- 
making was kept up till long after mid- 
night. 


It Is Your'a. But You Can't Have It. 
NEW YORK Oct. 12.—Judge Wallace, in 


the United States Court, yesterday, hand- 
ed down a decis.oi in the action brought 
by Wm. U. Spies against the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois railroad, dismissing the 
action with costs. The complainant was 
the holder of income bonds of tha road. 
He alleged that the bonds were executed 
in 1677 by the defendant, who pledged the 
next earnings of the railway as it then 
existed as security foi the payment of 
the principal of the bonds and interest. 
This agreement was carried out until 
September, 1^3, when the directors of 
the road, as alleged, "conspired to fraud- 
ulently compel the, holders of the income 
bonds to surrender them for cansol bonds 
subsequently created." 
The answer of 


the defendants denied the allegation of 
fraud. 


In his decision Judge Wallace deals 


exhaustively with the law applying to 
the case and holds that the bonds should 
have been met with the net earnings of 
the lines included in the mortgages given 
to secure them, and an account to that 
end should have been kept distinct from 
the account of the lines subsequently ac • 
quired. Concluding lie says: 
"No re- 


lief can bs granted to the complainant 
nndor the present bill, however, because, 
having alleged a case of fraud he can not 
oe permitted to support it on any other 
ground. It would seem that the directors 
of the road have acted under an honest 
misapprehension of tlieir duties to bond- 
holders, supposing that the p>sitiou con- 
tended for by their connsnl was correct, 
and that the income of all the lines—the 
new as well as the nil—'.vis tlie fuu.l 
pledged to the mnrlgig"."

The American people cannot stop short 
of the national prohibition of this traffic. 
This country cannot remain half free and 
half drunk. 
I know it will take a long 


time to do it. 
I don't look for the mil- 


leniiun to cone around the corner while 
I am speaking. 
It will take work and 


hard work to do it. 
Other questions will 


come up for solution. 
It will take time." 


* 
* Sam told about going to Sunday 


school when they didn't have lesson 
leaves and all these nip trap; which give 
the history cf the Jews and tell about 
their culinary arts, "but I learned about 
Jesus Christ." 
I remember a book by 


Cheever, 'God and Heaven.' 
God did 


not think much of slavery and he does 
not think much of the liquor traffic. 
Jesus Christ came into this world and 
dwelt in poverty to help the fallen and 
the wayward and the lost.

sympathy with a traffic that will damn 
them. 
"Do you believe that the holy 


spirit will teach !«} per cent of the Chris- 
tian people that tie liquor traffic i.s wrong 
and then instruct 10 per cent of them 
that it is right to legalize the tratlic: No' 
He doesn't teach" the great body of 
Christian people that the liquor traffic is 
a monster evil and then teach a few that 
it is not so bad and must be controlled. 
Even-high license law is an instrument 


of the traffic." * * • * The limb story 
on which the coon and persimmons were 
associated was told, and the application 
was that moderation, local option and 
high license were the iimbs on the trees, 
and high license is the last limb that is to 
be brought down. 
* * * "In Dakota 


in some cities the license reached the 
sum of |2,100, and after all those who 
drink the liquor pay the license fee. 
High license 
is un-American, unjust 


and I believe unconstitutional. 
It ex- 


cludes many who would engage in the 
traffic. 
In other business it is not so. 


High license is a scheme which is in the 
interest of the liquor party more than it 
is in the'interest of temperance and 
sobriety." * * * Reference was made 
to a certain district in Pennsylvania, 
where the law makes it discretionary with 
the judge to grant or refuse the license. 
Several parties offered the judge $500 
each in payment of a licens?, but Judge 
Harry White said: 'No, I win not issue 
a license in my district.' Slassachusetts 
was touched upon, where bob-tail pro- 
hibition accomplished 
something, and 


he asked what would a prohibition horse 
accomplish with a full flowing mane and 
tail? 
:' * * The story of the Dutch- 


man who bought poison for killing bed 
bugs was related with thrilling effect. 
The instructions were to catch the bed 
bug, squeeze him a little, then he will 
open his mouth; then take a feather and 
j-tit a drop or two of the poison down his 
throat. 
The German purchaser replied 


saying: 'Oh! If I have him in my hand 
I can squeeze the life out of him.' 
'Yes, 


that is a good way,' was the answer. So 
the speaker preferred to crush the liquor 
traffic direct rather than in a round about 
way.

''In Georgia there is a 


law which prohibits the sale of cigarettes 
or anything that will make a cigarette 
to minors, and a severe penalty is at- 
tached. 
No parent or guardian can give 


a permit for minors to smoke cigarettes. 
In Georgia we get there with both feet. 
Here you have a limit at 1C years, but 
down there we control our boys until 
they are 21. 
* * We have plenty of 


sentiment on this prohibition question, 
and conscience too. 
I don't go around 


kicking a fellow because his conscience 
is not awakened. The conscience of the 
country is wide enough awake. 
What 


we want is to get it right." * * The 
speaker said he skimmed over the surface 
of the different phases of this question, and 
in closing regretted that Miss Frances 
Willard, who is nearing her 50th biith- 
day, was not present at this convention. 
* 
;" "I care not who does this work or 


brings about the entire abolition of the 
liquor traffic, but am willing to co-oper- 
ate with anybody, man or party, who is 
in favor of the destruction of the saloon, 
The name, manner or means are nothing, 
if they are only honorable." 


The doxology was then sung, and the 


benediction was pronounced by Rev. L.
